Henry K. Boyer, Federal Food 
Administrator for Montgomery count:'. 

Prices of the most essential food 
commodities in the various communi- 
ties of Montgomery county will he 
regulated by the publication in the 
newspapers of the district of a "fair 
price" list. This list will contain the 
wholesale prices — the figure at whicn 
die grocer or other dealer purchases 
each article and the price at which it 
can be sold to give the dealer a rea- 
sonable profit. A'.l prices will be 
based upon the "cash and carry" plan. 

This method of regulating prices to 
the consumer luis worked out very 
iiiccessfully in Philadelphia and other 
large cities of the country. 

In order to carry out the idea in 
Montgomery county Food Administra- 
tor Boyer has appointed Rev. II. W. 
Bright, pastor of Ascension Reformed 
Church, Norristown. as chairman of 
the Fair Price Fixing Board. It will 
be Mr. Bright's duty to appoint com- 
mittees of wholesalers, retailers and 
consumers in each community to (ix 
the "fair prices." 

In only one commodity has a "fair 
price" so far been fixed in Montgom- 
ery county. At the opening cf bis 
idministration Mr. Boyer held a meet- 
ing of wholesalers and retailers at 
the Court House. Norristown. at which 
meeting the "fair price" of sugar was 
fixed at 9 cents.

INTERESTING LETTER 



To Council Members From 
Burgess Downes 



To the President and Members of 

' Borough Council: 

Gentlemen— As your representative, 
I had the honor and privilege of at- 
tending the Pennsylvania State Asso- 
ciation of Boroughs' seventh annual 
convention, held at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
June 4 and 5, 191S. There were 
present about nine hundred delegates 
representing some five hundred 
boroughs. After the registration of 
delegates and addresses of welcome 
by the Hon. E. V. Babcock, Mayor of 
Pittsburgh, and Mr. Frank J. Lana- 
han, Chairman Convention Commit- 
tee of Pittsburgh Chamber of Com- 
merce and response by Thomas ;.'\ 
Chrostwaite, president of the associa- 
tion, every one felt at home and 
the convention was ready for busi- 
ness. 

. "Four Years of Borough Manage- 
ment in Edgeworth" was the subjo -t 
of a splendid address by John A. 
Emery, solicitor of that borough. This 
was followed by an exhaustive report 
of this borough's affairs by W. M. 
Cotton, borough manager. Both ad- 
dresses were worth while and led to 
a general discussion which was in- 
tensely interesting. Perhaps the most 
significant point brought out was the 
fact that the borough manager is the 
"eyes -and ears of the borough." He 
is the one man with responsibility. 
This plan has some weak points. U 
is worth our consideration, however, 
and I hope to bring it to the atten- 
tion of your honorable body in the 
near future. • 

"Town Planning," a topic of great 
interest, was ably discussed l>y E. 
Clarke Cowden, acting planning engi- 
neer. Bureau of Municipalities. This 
department is doing some excellent 
work and can be of help to this 
borough. 

Mrs. Taylor Alleruice, president 
Mothers of Democracy, an organiza- 
tion to further the cause of "good 
cheer" among the mothers, fathers, 
sisters and sweethearts of the boys 
at the front, gave a splendid talk on 
"What Borough Officials Can Do to 
Make the Woman of the Common- 
weal Feel That She is a Soldier (A 
the U. S. Army." 

Mr. W. W. Hall, West Pittston, Pa., 
talked on the subject of "Decreasing 
the Num'ber of Councilmen and Com- 
pensation of Councilmen." The 
proposition provoked a great deal of 
discussion, most of it unfavorable. 

"The Workmen's Compensatio-i 
Law as it Applies to Borough Em- 
ployes" was very ably handled by 
Mr. C. A. Dunn, compensation expert, 
Workmen's Compensation Bureau, 
Harrisburg. A round table discussion 
followed the treatment of the subject 
by Mr. Dunn. The questions and 
answers were timely and productive 
of good results. 

"The Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania in Its Relation to Borough 
Regulations" was the subject of on 



address by David L. Sta.r, solicitor 
of Bellevue borough. There has been 
some legislation on this matter and 
more will follow at the next session 
of the Legislature. The question of 
"Home Rule" for boroughs has many 
good features and some poor ones. At 
the proper time your honorable boay 
can discuss this matter with profit. 

Perhaps the most interesting an! 
helpful discussion of the meeting was 
led by J. Herman Knisely, Chief o. 
Bureau of Municipalities, on the very 
vital subject, "Method or Collecting 
Delinquent Taxes in Cities of the 
Seieonrt and Third-Class— Should It 
Be Applied to Boroughs?" I have 
taken the liberty of inviting Mr. 
Knisely to investigate our plan af 
financing and make any suggestions 
he thinks will be or help to our com- 
munity. 

I would like to have the following 
information sent to Mr. Knisely at 
Harrisburg: 

Auditors' reports past year; bond 
ordinances for every bond issue in 
the borough; date of bonds redeemed 
and amount for each year; cash in 
Sinking Fund. It will be necessary 
for Mr. Knisely to have this informa- 
tion before he can be of service to us. 

I haven't considered it necessary 
to give a detailed report of the dis- 
cussions in the conventnon. The pro- 
ceedings will be printed and a copy 
sent to our borough secretary. 

Your • Burgess discussed with the 
convention matters referred to in 
your letter of May 27. In regards v 
the Springfield Water Company an.l 
the ruling of the Public Service Com- 
mission on the rental of water mams 
in the borough, a meeting was held 
and several of the representatives 
from boroughs receiving service from 
the Springfield Water Company were 
present. It was decided to hold a 
meeting in the near future and make 
a formal protest to the commission 
The other matters referred to in your 
letter, namely, "Matter of not takiiu r 
boroughs on State tax on loans;" 
"Reference to the tax collection with 
particular emphasis on the furnisliin? 
of the tax duplicates in January: ' 
"Creation by law of a county tax col- 
lector whose duty it shall be to col- 
lect all county, township. an! 
borough, as well as school taxes in 
the county, and the chairman of thr 
finance committee .confer personally 
with the Burgess prior to his depar- 
ture to the convention." The matter 
win be taken up with the Legislative 
Committee by your Burgess. This 
seems to be the most effect ! ve way 
to get something accomplished. 

The convention adjourned after 
electing officers. Your Burgess was 
elected vice-president of the State 
Association.

! There has recently been mailed 
broadcast through the county from 
Philadelphia a coin card for a sub- 
scription to the War Chest. It was 
not intended that this card should 
have been sent to the Montgomery 
county people, and I had no knowl- 
edge of the matter until the same 
were delivered. If any complaint is 
made in any district after this matter 
you are at liberty to say that the 
same was done in error and any one 
who has already subscribed may dis- 
regard the application. I very much 
regret that the matter should have 
happened and that any explanation is 
necessary. The next problem before 
us is to arrange the details which 
will best affect the collection of our 
pledges. I trust within the next few 
days to have this matter in such 
shape that it will be possible to call 
a meeting of our district chairmen 
and local treasurers to arrange for 
this matter in a satisfactory way. I. 
however, believe that each district 
will to a certain extent have to work 
out such details that will best be 
suited to their requirements, rather 
than something suited to the entire 
county. 

I will advise you definitely in this 
matter as soon as I am in possession 
of all the necessary details. In the 
meantime I would suggest that all 
local treasurers, as pledge cards are 
received, total the number of sub- 
scribers . in each district and the 
amount payable each month under the 
jiledge cards, also a separate item of 
any casfli pledges which they may 
have in hand.
